HE cry of freedom is in the educa- 
tional air—more freedom for the 
teacher, more for the pupil—and the 
appearance of Professor McCallister’s book 
is timely. In it he looks at the history 
of education mainly from the point of 
view of freedom, tracing the growth and 
remarkable metamorphoses of the con- 
cept from Plato to the present day. That 
many interpretations are placed on the 
word all will agree ; educationalists in the 
past’ have differed from one another 
widely in the meaning that they have 


| assigned to it, and not the least important 


part of this book is the synthesis of all 
these elements in one grand conception 
of freedom. “ Freedom,” it runs, “is the 
harmonising of the pupil’s self-assertive 
and submissive tendencies in the light of 
the highest value affirmed by him to be 
relevant to the life situation of the 
moment.” This statement, arrived at 
after a long, though interesting, journey 
among past educational theories, will 
require some little time for its full 
significance to be appreciated, but un- 
doubtedly it is a most excellent frame- 
work on which to support the history of 
educational theories. 

The book represents what must have 
been an immense amount of labour to its 
author, and it is characterised throughout 
by profound knowledge and wide scholar- 
ship.” As Professor McCallister expounds 
every educational theory, one is struck by 
the particularly neat and pleasant way in 
which he gives us the essentials without 
dropping into a condensed style. 
larly his criticisms of such theories are 
models of easy brevity. Many who read 
his book will not agree with all his con- 
clusions, but none can fail to be stimu- 
lated. The book is long, but we do not 
think that a single sentence could be 
omitted without serious loss. 

Some chapters are remarkable and 
deserve special mention. The early 
Christian period and the Middle Ages— 
dificult periods—are extremely well 
treated. Some less-known educational 
writers, such as Watts, de Crousay, 
Sadoleto and Fordyce, are revived to 
much advantage, and we get a little 
history of that long-standing bone 
contention—formal training. Tolstoy is 
treated brilliantly ; Montessori, as is her 
due, gets a very full criticism; while 
Dewey, Freud and Nunn are expounded 
at great length. Not the least surprising 
and interesting item in this remarkable 
work is the author’s experiment to find 
out what the pupils thought of freedom. 
Nearly one-half of them reported that 
freedom was the most efficient means of 
learning, and there was an overwhelming 
majority in favour of greater freedom for 


the pupil.

any revolutionary discovery or piece of 
research, as for his genius which! enables 
him to penetrate to the heart of the 
existent matter and to explore 
medieval. mind. M. Henri Berr says: 
“This volume, rich in scholarship, will 
hold the reader’s interest by analyses and 
reflections in which the brilliance of style 
and the torce of expression often equal the 
power of the thoughts ; it is in our opinion 
one of the finest books written by an 
historian.” . 
The major theme of the book is that the 
Middle Ages had a mentality of their own, 
distinct from the ancient or the modern, 
which resulted. from the ruin of the 
Romah Empire, the barbarian invasions.

M" HENRY FORD, in collaboration 
with Mr. Samuel Crowther, has 
written a book which may be of great 
assistance to industrialists in all countries. 
It may irritate those who struggle at the 
moment against adversity, because of its 
complacent prosperity, but it will do them 
good. : 

The outstanding thing about the book 
is Mr. Ford sa frank confession that, when- 
ever his affairs have gone badly, it always 
has been due to some defect in his own 
industrial organisation and methods, and 
never to any external cause. Such a con- 
fession from such a man ought to do a lot 
to bring the industrialists of other 
countries to examine their own methods, 
end to find the cause of the depresa on 
which now weighs so heavily upon them. 
In Britain and Ireland the tendency 
always is to blame some external cause— 
the consumer, who is so foolishly blind to 
the superlative merit of the goods, or the 
foreign competitor, whose advantages are 
like Connaught cows. 

The things that matter most in business. 
says this excellent book, are the quality 
and cheapness of the goods, and the 
eficiency of the producing organisation. 
These things are not to be had by a 
slavish copying of the methods of others, 
but by an intensive study of the pro- 
ducer’s own works. ‘‘ No product ever 
remains standard,” says the great master 
of standardisation; “it must be kept 
standard.” To do this requires continuous 
attention to all the problems of produc 
tion, organisation, and marketing. “ The 
public rarely asks for change. But the 
public itself unconsciously changes; and 
satisfactory article is one 
made by a management that is always 
pressing to improve it.” Machinery must 
be thought of as “ labour-serving,’’ rather 
than as ‘‘labour-saving,’’ and. high wages 
must be the basis of increased production. 
‘Industry is not a whirlpool sucking all 
into itself, but a geyser constantly giving 
out.

R. SCHWEITZER’S further account 
of tae activities of his hospital in 
tue African. forest is fuil of imteiest, and 
it brings to us some realisation of waat 
his skitied medical attention must mean 
to the ignorant and suilering natives in 
the enormous district about Lamberene. 
tne building of a new hospital in such a 
place must call for an endurance and a 
patience that are almost superhuman. At 
nrst there were no planks, and the roof 
was made of stitched leaves, provided half- 
heartedly by the natives. To this disability 
was added the fact that organised labour 
and regular hours are abhorred by the 
people of Equatorial Africa, and that any 
native will ruin completely any paint 
brush in less than half-an-hour. 

The author now treats sleeping sickness 
and leprosy effectively. He and his 
assistants perform difficult operations, 
and their hypodermic injections are 
famous for many miles round. The reader 
of this book must be impressed by the 
enormous strides that have been made by 
medical science; for Dr. Schweitzer makes 
no secret of his remedies, and takes the 
public into his confidence in a way that 
is completely satisfying to the inquiring 
mind. 

He tells us, too, of the horrible band of 
murderers known as the Human Leopards, 
who go on all fours, with leopards’ claws 
fastened to their hands.

As a side line these hard-working 
philanthropists win boundless gratitude bv 
their voluntary care of the well-beloved 
dogs that belong to Europeans, who go 
heme on Jeave with their minds easy in 
the knowledge that their good “ pals”’ 
are safe.

A NORTHERN EXAMPLE. 


The following letter has been sent to the 
members of the General Synod of the Church 
of Ireland:—In view of the movements 
towards Christian unity at present apparent 
throughout the world, and, in particular, of 
the approach to other Churches in Ireland 
to be considered by.the present Synod, rt 
has been thought that members might be 
interested in this brief account of some prac- 
tical steps which have already been taken in

Soon after the appointment of the Diocesan

should be formed, in order to promete and 
co-ordinate such work among all the 
Protestant Churches. Accordingly, there 
gradually resolved a body, known for the 
moment as the Protestant Unity Association, 
and compcsed entirely of laymen, with the 
object of educating public opinion generally 
in the desirability of Christian umity, and 
of recommending practical steps towards 
that end, whilst avoiding all doctrinal dis- 
cussion. At present branches exist in Clones, 
Enniskillen and Irvinestown, each branch 
vonsisting of four members nominated hy the 
Select Vestry, four by the Methodist 
Leaders’ Board, and four by the Presby- 
terian Session and Committee. That is to 
say, the three principal Protestant Churches 
in Ireland are officially represented in each 
localitv, so that the views of the Association 
are, at least, entitled to serious considera 
tion, and the following resolution has been 
unanimously adopted by each _ branch: 
“That, in our opinion, m the formation of 
any joint body for the consideration of 
schemes of reunion in Ireland, it is most 
desirable that all the Protestant denomina- 
tions should be represented.,”’

Mr. RUDDY, Parliamentary Secretary to

mission. The figures showed an increase of

Under the head of salaries, wages and

DECREASE IN ARMY 
ESTIMATE. 


SATISFACTORY GROWTH 
OF THE RESERVE. 


— 


Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD, Minister for 
Defence, moved a vote of £958,041 to make 
up the expenses of the Army. The estimate, 
he said, showed a slight decrease on that 
of last year. At the beginning of April this 
vear the Army consisted of officers, 
including medical officers, cadets and chaplains, 
108 non-commissioned officers, and 4,014 
privates. 

The reserves of the various branches grew 
steadily.. In April last year there was in 
“A” reserve 3,500, and at the presen 
moment the figure was 4,000. The “B”’ 
reserve had grown from 2,300 to 3,500, but 
they were calculating on an average during 
the year of about 4,000, and in regard to 
the Reserve of Officers they were calculating 
on an average of 230. 

They had now rather more than five 
hundred members of the Officers’ Training 
Corps. He thought it was a very hopeful 
sign to see young students realising their 
duty to the State and their duty as citizens 
and as Irishmen to be submissive to 
discipline. 

As for the financial variation in the 
estimate, there was a slight decrease in the 
heading “ Marriage Allowances”’ of £35,578. 
The increase in the pay of civilians attached 
to militarv units was about £9. The incrvase 
of £8020 in lodging and subsistence 
allowances was, to some extent, due to 
natural change, and to the extra allowance 
of two shillings per day made to officers 
living out of barracks. 

Mechanical transport and petro] showed an 
inricrease of £3,785, and that was due to the 
new arrangements for the transport of 
reservists. There was an increase of £13,653 
due to the increased number of reservists who 
had to be equipped. The sub-head “ Stores ” 
showed an increase of £4,561, due to the 
replenishment of stotks, and extending the 
number of battalions which were being com- 
yletely equipped. Barrack services showed an 
increase of £1,500.

Mr. FITZGERALD, in concluding the de- 
bate, described Mr. Mullins 's :tatements as 
ludicrously and grotesquely inaccurate. Con- 
trary to the statements made, the Army had 
no anti-aircraft guns eight years ago at Island- 
bridge or anywhere else, nor did they ever 
purchase bell-tents. They had no Crossley 
tenders, and only one armoured car had been 
purchased. 

With reference to the document issued last 
year on behalf of the National Council of 
Defence, that document came from the 
Executive Committee of the organisation, 
and said that it merely represented the views 
oi those who signed it. He had sanctioned 
the establishment of the organisation in 
question on the understanding; that it was 
to be confined to and controlled by offiéers jn 
the Regular Army who were subject to 
discipline. When he saw this was not the 
case he gave instructions that the members 
of the Standing Army were not to belong to 
it, but it was not correct to say: that he 
abolished the organisation.

DENIAL AFTER DENIAL.

holdings, comprising an area of 578,210 acres, 
and representing a total price of £5,143,148. 

THE NEW LAND ACT. 

In view of the provisions of the new Land 
Act, these figures would be no criterion of 
what would be achieved during the coming 
year, when they expected to deal with 
all the remaining tenanted land coming 
under the 1925 Act. either by way of putting 
the tenants on an annuity basis or vesting 
their holdings in them. 

The total re-sales vested by the Land Com- 
mission since 1923 amounted to nearly 
30,000 holdings, comprising 912,000 acres, 
and representing a re-sale price of £5,305. 

Under the various powers given by the 
Land Acts, the grand total of holdings and 
parcels vested by the Land Commission during 
the years 1923 to 1931 was over 61,000, com- 
prising £1,977,000 acres, and representing a 
total price of £14,700,000. 

The total amount expended by the Land 
Commission since 1923 on the benefit and 
improvement of estates acquired under all 
the Land Acts was approximately £1,547,0U0 : 
but, in addition, the Land Commission had 
expended approximately £458,000 on special 
improvement works out of funds for the 
relief of unemployment and distress, bringing 
the total improvement expenditure by the 
Land Commission since 1925 to about 
£1,975,000. 

Under the working of the new Land Act 
arrangements had been made that no less 
than 70.000 holdings would be included in 
the lists to be published, fixing the Ist of 
May as the appointed day, and the remain- 
ing holdings coming under the 1923 Act 
would be vested as from the Ist November 
next 


CONGRATULATIONS FROM THE 
OPPOSITION. 

Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny), in 
moving that the estimate he referred back 
for reconsideration, said that in doing so he 
had not in mind the vesting of land. He 
congratulated the Parliamentary Secretary on 
his statement that 70.000 holdings would be 
included in the lists, fixing May Ist as the 
appointed day, and the remainder later in 
the year. So far as the: vesting of the land 
was concerned, it was a big step forward, and 
nobody was more pleased than he was that 
this should be so.

If the reorganisation of the Land 
Commission was only to proceed on the basis 
of promotion and the granting of increased 
allowances, the changes would not work out 
for the henefit of the taxpavers,

He admitted that there was no easy soln- 
tion of the problem, but he thought that the 
old Congested Districts Boards were proceed. 
ing on the right lines. Their policy was to 
create a maximum number of economic hold- 
ings in these areas. He would like the Par- 
liamentary Secretary to assure the House that 
all the land would be vested in people of 
under £100 valuation.

HE prisoners who pleaded or had béen 
4% found guilty at the Belfast Recorder's 
Court, were put forward for sentence 
to-day. 

James M‘Alpine, Castleton avenue, and 
David Wilson, North Anne street, found 
guilty of attempted robbery, were put 
forward. 

Mr. Fox (instructed hy Messrs. N. and F, 
Tughan), for M‘Alpine, whose first offence 
it had been, said that this prisoner had been 
led away by companions. 

Evidence of previous good character was 
given. á 

Mr. Marrinan (instructed by Mr. $, V, 
Tughan) also called evidence of previous good 
character in respect of Wilson. i 

Mr. H. H. Mussen, Crown Solicitor, said 
that the Crown took the view that the 
attempt had heen deliberately planned. 

The Recorder said that the crime of which 
the accused men had been found guilty was 
a serious one. Taking the view that Wilson 
was, perhaps, the moving spirit in the matter, 
he ordered M/‘Alpine six calendar months’ 
imprisonment, and Wilson nine months’ 
imprisonment. There would be hard labour 
in both cases.

At the same time the opportunities which 
it offers to depress the price of com- 
modities in other countries by judicious 
dumping are being utilised to the full. 
Recently 15,000 barrels of Russian butter 
arrived in London, where they were offered 
at about 103d. a pound. As the adverse

Northern Commerce. 


Mr. Malcolm Gordon’s speech before the. 


Belfast Chamber of Commerce yesterday 
was admirably lucid. It covered the 
various ills that have beset the trade of 
Northern Ireland in these latter days; it 
showed how lamentably Ulster reflected 
the unhappy state of Britain, and how the 
misfortunes of the two States sprang from 
common causes. In order that Great 
Britain, and Northern Ireland with her, 
may recover prosperity, said Mr. Gordon, 


two things are necessary—a reorganising | 


of the tariff system and rigid economy. 
There is no difficulty about the first con- 
dition. If Britain and the Dominions do 
not desire free trade within the Empire, it 
is possible, at least, to extend the system 
of imperial preference. Such an exten- 
sion, of course, would set the tottering 
linen industry of Ulster upon its legs 
again—although it i difficult to see low 
the shipyards would be benefited. Mr. 
Gordon's second condition is the harder 
and the more urgent. It concerns a ques- 
tion which the Prince of Wales ignored in 
his recent speech at Manchester—the 
question of the British wage level. The 
various inequities of the present wage 
basis cannot be amended until the pre- 
vailing rates of unemployment benefit have 
suffered a reduction. ‘n the speaker's 
words, ‘‘ we cannot go on paying 15s. to 
17s, 6d. a week to female workers for doing 
nothing, when such important manufac- 
turing countries as Belgium, Italy and 
Czechoslovakia are only paying lls. to 
15s. a week for forty-eight hours’ work. 
Herein Mr. Gordon echoed the sentiments 
of every sane observer. He struck a new 
note when he urged that the power of 
trade boards to fix a compulsory wage 
should be confined to “ anti-sweating ’’ 
rates ; for, patently, these rates ought not 
to be—as in many cases they are—higher 
in a free trade country like England than 
the wages normally paid in foreign in- 
dustries sheltered behind tariff walls. 
Reduced wages and stricter regulation of 
unemployment will lead to two desirable 
ends. They will enable the vital resources 


of capital to be conserved for productive 


purposes, and they will permit a lighten- 
ing of that burden of taxation which is 
crippling the industry of Britain and of 
Northern Ireland. Beth of these essentials 
were stressed in the report of the Chamber's 
Council. A recent resolution of that 
Council welcomed the Northern Govern- 
ment’s measures for economy. Unfor- 
tunately, the Northern Government, how- 
ever it may prune its domestic expenditure, 
can afford no real relief to Ulster’s 
industries. They must with 
England's, and England, obsessed with 
doctrines of the past, shows little anxiety 
to repair her fortunes. If the sentiments 
of Northern Ireland's Government were 
reciprocated at Westminster, we might 
look for an improvement ; but no improve- 
ment will appear so long as hard work is 
at a discount, and idleness, fed by taxation, 


is at a premium.

Joy in Chicago. 


Chicago is enjoying an orgy of 
optimism. Assuming that Mr. Thompson's 


downfall means the end of gang ru'e, it 


has arranged a ten days festival as a 
gesture of renaissance. On Monday a 
civic parade of huge dimensions was re- 
viewed by the Governor of the State and 
t. » new Mayor; and the bands played 
“ Happy days are here again ” as they 
passed the reviewing stand. During 
recent years the gangsters have been the 
real rulers of Chicago. They have con- 
trolled .iunicipal politics, have estab- 
lished a close alliance with the police. 
and have levied enormous taxes on every 
form of industry, from banking to the sale 
of milk. Hitherto, for instance, the 
Cleaners’ and Dyers’ Association has been 
‘“ protected ” by Mr. Alphonse Capone, 
who, in return for seventy-five per cent. 
of its annual profits, policed the industry 
and eliminated competition. When Mr. 
Cermak became Mayor Mr. Capone 
promptly reduced his price to fifty per 
cent. of the annual profits, but—for the 
moment, at least—his name has lost its 
terrors. The Association has informed 
him that his services as ‘‘ organiser’’ are 
required no longer, since the municipalit) 
has agreed to protect the industry for 
nothing. We cannot wonder that Chicago 
has thrown itself so exuberantly into its 
“ Festival of Renaissance,” but specula- 
tion concerning the length of its rejoicings 
is, perhaps, legitimate. No doubt, Mr. 
Cermak is resolved to “clean up’’ the 
city, has powerful interests behind him, 
and has dismissed a horde of corrupt 
officials. Can Chicago be certain, however, 
that new officidls will not succumb to a 
traditional atmosphere of corruption? Is 
it likely that gangdom w 'l surrender the 
huge profits of organised extortion without 
a struggle? We hope that the present re- 
joicir ; w.ll be justified, but we fear that 
—like the first rejoicings of the Spanish 
revolution—they may prove to have been 
premature. As Rome was not built in a 
day, so the purging of Chicago may be a 
long and painful process; and the 
Cleaners’ and Dyers’ Association may not 
have heard the last of Mr. Alphonse 
Capone.

the lack of public support, together with 
éxecutive difficulties, brought the scheme 
to naught. A principal object of these 
associations is to exhibit films which, by 
reason of their serious purpose and 
elaborate technique, are not likely to 
appeal to the public en masse, and 
naturally are shunned by the ordinary 
picture-houses. The best art, of course, 1s 
rarely the most popular, and cinemato- 
graphy furnishes no exception to the rule. 
Yet it is a high pity that Dublin people 
who want the best cannot have it, and they 
must turn their eyes to London in envy 
when news comes of some splendid con- 
tinental film that the commercial houses 
will not book. The film society, however, 
has its limitations. It lacks capital to do 
all that it would like to do, and an im- 
portant step has beeh taken by the forma- 
tion in England of a film group, which, 
it appears, will act as a centre for the 
various private societies. In the first 
place, the film group hopes to establish 
its own picture-house in London for the 
exhibition of films denied to the ordinary 
public. In the second place, it proposes 
to combine the film societies into a 
federation, of which it will be the most im- 
portant member. Such a federation, corre- 
sponding roughly to a “‘circuit’’ of the 
commercial picture-houses, will be able to 
hire films which isolated societies could 
not afford; and, perhaps, through its 
central picture-house in London, it will do 
something towards the education of public 
taste in films.

THE RIGHT OF APPEAL. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Mr. Blythe's pronouncement at 
Monaghan, on Sunday last, on the subject 
of Privy Council appeals was remarkable. 
It will be sentieahieed. that, two vears ago, 
in the Wigg-Cochrane appeal, where an im- 
portant question was raised as to the basis 
on which compensation payable to certain 
Irish Civil Servants retiring under Article 
X. of ‘the Treaty should be assessed, the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, 
after two hearings reversed the decision of 
the Free State Supreme Court, in result 
involving the payment of an a:iditiona! 
aggregate sum of some £150,000. although 
the Free State Government were actually 
represented on the appeal, Mr. Blythe pro- 
ceeded to make the startling announcement : 
“We .certainly will not pay any more 
beyond what was originally found due by 
our Supreme Court. We will not pay a 
farthing mere in consequence of the decision 
of the Privy Council.” In the end the 
British Government paid up. It now ap- 
pears that, in Mr. Blythe’s opinion, anyone 
desiring to retain this constitutiona! mght 
must be branded as ‘unpatriotic cr as 
anti-national.’’ It was presumably the fear 
of being thus branded that prompted him. 
as Minister of Finance, to risk in:perilling 
the credit of the State by refusing to honour 
its obligations as judicially determined i 
the case referred to. 

It will hardly enhance Mr. Blythe's repu- 
tation as a statesman to attempt te intro- 
duce the denominational issue into what is 
purely a question of constitutional 
The law recognises no distinctions of creed, 
and the body of Irish Civil Servants who 
succeeded in protecting their interests 
through the exercise of this -constitutional 
right is but typical of others who may find 
it necessary to do so in the future.—Ycurs, 
etc., ; James SOMERVILLE.

THE SCANDAL OF THE SLUMS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sín, — | see in this morning's /rish Times a 

report of a meeting held in the College of 

Surgeons under the auspices of tne Civics 


Institute. The speech of the Rev. J. E. 


‘Canavan, S.J., must command the approval 


of all Christian people. It is evident to any 
intelligent observer that the greatest problem 
which confronts the present generation of 
Dublin citizens is the housing of the poor. 
Most middle-class na have no idea what 
is behind the yloomy entrance of the 
thousands of our tenement houses. IL keep 
a record of what 1 find in these places, and 
here are a few extracts from my book, 
taken almost by chance :—A family of ten 
living in one room. The father and mother 
are both in very bad health, the latter having 
to spend three or four days m bed fre- 
ueitly. The family live, cook, eat and 
sleep in this one moderately sized room. 
Four girls sleep in one bed, three boys on 
the floor: the father and mother have a bed 
to then:selves without either sheet or blankei, 
an old overcoat doing duty for both. A child 
of three years spends the night in a cot not 
u.ore than two-thirds its own length. The 
ages of the family were given me as follows : 
Girl 20 years, two boys 19 and 17, a girl 
15 and four younger.. A boy of 23 years ran 
away last year. Do you wonder? 

There are hundreds of people living in 
hssemert. in Dublin. Here is nx note on 
one: The entrance is down a set of stone 
iteps ct irregular heights, those at the top 
as bottom actually wmeasuring eighteen 
inches. Tue floor is mostly ert). with a 
few great flags in it. The only light or air 
must come through the door, which must 
he kept open continually The rain runs 
down the steps, carrying the mud from the 
pavement. he walls are simply streaming 
with damp. There is ao grate in the fire- 
place. In the apartments over this house 
orty people are cis There is only one 
water-tap for the whole house, and one 
lavatory, which is in the yard, measuring 
four feet by five at the rear of this basement 
room. hore are actually seven people exist- 
ing there, six of them children, one of these 
omy x months old. The mother is, of 
eourse, very ll. Such a habitctica for human 
beings I have never witnessed in this or any 
othe, .onutry It is not fit for dogs to he 
in. Must we leave the children there? Can 
nothing be done to house these people 
properly ? 

In a single room live a father, mother and 
nine children. : 
a sanatorium, and when he comes home he 
has to sleep in the only room which the 
family have to live, sleep. store food, cook 
and eat in. In this particular house, a rather 
small one, thirty-four people are dwelling. 
They are living in six rooms, and in every 
one of the six families there is at least one 
suffering from consumption at present. 

1 am convinced that most of these people 
are not naturally slum-dwellers. One fresh, 
young girl of 22 vears said to me in a 
despairing voice: ‘‘I suppose we will never 
get out of this and he able to live iike 
Christians." She was one of a family of six 
adults in a single small room. The shame 
of the lives which these young people are 
culled to live j- enough to: bree! bitterness 
against Church and State, law and order. 
I sincerely hope that the appeal of the Civies 
Institute to the Government will meet with 
an early and adequate response.—-Yours. etc .

In order to find under what conditions 
small holdings can be made profitabie, and 
under what conditions any attempts to 
establish small holdings are foredoomed 
to failure, Sir Frederick Keeble, FR 
and his colleagues of the research station 
at Jealott’s Hill, Bracknell, Berkshire 
have been carrying out a series of practical 
investigations.

BOYCOTTERS’ ATTITUDE. 

The Government expresses itself as 
highly satisfied with the state of affairs. 
“The elections are a fraud,’’ is the retort 
of the Wafdists and Liberals, who are 
boycotting the elections. ' We have not 
exercised any pressure,” says Sidky 
Pasha, the Prime Minister, to which 
Mahmoud Pasha, the ex-Premier, replies:

They 
are Dr. J. C. Foley, Cork; Dr. H. Ken- 
nedy, Dublin, and Mr. P. J. Egan, Tulla- 
more. The position of managing director 
will be allowed to lapse. 

Mr. Blythe, who yesterday conveyed the 
information to the Press representatives, 
said that the Executive Council greatly 
appreciated the services of Dr. McLaughlin

in connection with the Shannon electricity 
scheme. They regretted that a position 
had arisen in which he felt that he should 
offer his resignation; and they felt that 
they should accept it. :

Mr: Mullins, a former member’ of the

“There was no anti-aircraft gun in 
Islandbridge eight years ago,” retorted 
the Minister. 

In short, Mr. Fitzcerald, when he came 
to reply, described some of Mr. Mullins’s 
statements as “ ludicrously and grotesquely 
inaccurate.’’ 

“ He saw Crossley tenders going around 
the streets,’’ said the Minister, with biting 
scorn, “when, as a matter of fact, we have 
no Crossley tenders.’’ 

The Houses only Independent Re- 
publican had made much of the statement 
issued in November last year in connection 
with the '' National Council of Defence.’’

THE ARMY MANIFESTO. 


Mr. Fitzgerald did not think so. He

CHEAPER MONEY.

For a parallel to yesterday’s reduction 
in the Bank rate from 3 per cent. to 24 
per cent. one has to go back fully twenty- 
two years; for the last occasion of such a 
change was in April, 1909. The 24 per 
cent. rate fixed then lasted for a little over 
six months. It is probable that the official 
minimum would have been retained at 
the 3 per cent. level fixed on May Ist, 
1930, had it not been for the further 
decline in world interest rates, of which 
the most important example was last 
week’s reduction in the re-discount quota- 
tion of the New York Federal Reserve 
Bank from 2 per cent. to the record low 
figure of 14 per cent., or half the rate 
ruling in London until yesterday. Moreover, 
the New York market discount rate for 
ninety-day v.ils further declined this week 
to 1 1-16 per cent., thus sharply contrast- 
ing with the London figure of 2 5-16 per

Official and unofficial rates at some im- 
portant European centres were also below 
the London figure, and, although the 
advisability of keeping the foreign ex- 
changes favourable to sterling was recog- 
nised, the authorities apparently saw no 
advantage in retaining an official rate 
that was completely out of touch not 
only with actual] conditions in London, as 
represented by the market discount rate, 
but also with those ruling abroad. 

PROBABLE EFFECTS OF THIS 
CHANGE. 

Unfortunately, the view expressed in 
some quarters that the 24 per cent. Bank 
rate will stimulate trade, perhaps; lead- 
ing to an unmistakable reviva),.cannot, be; 
fully endorsed. The effect of a difference 
of 1 per cent. in the Bank rate on pro- 
duction costs is usually exaggerated. There 
is also the fact that the great banks charge 
a minimum of 5 per cent. for their ad- 
vances to trade, though this figure may 
be modified as a result of yesterday’s 
development. Further, those institutions 
yesterday decided not to alter the interest 
rate they allow for deposits in the metro- 
politan area. ‘This was fixed at 1 per 
cent. when the Bank rate was reduced 
from 34 to 3 per cent. a little over a year 
ago, and presumably because of this de- 
cision the cost of Bank Joans to the money 
market will not be altered. It further 
follows that there will be no justification 
for a further decline in discount rates, 
and it will probably be found that to-day’s 
Treasury bills will not be allotted at much 
below last week’s figure. That being so, 
there would not be really a justification 
for a further appreciation in Gilt-edged 
securities; but in these matters sentiment 
counts for a great deal, and we may see 
a further rise in that section, especially 
with the continuance of the pronounced 
distrust of more speculative securities. 
The consequent reduction in the yields 
offorded to new buyers, too. will improve 
the prospect. of a successful debt conver- 
sion scheme relating to 5 per Cent. War 
Loan.

TWENTY DEATHS 
REPORTED.

In a despatch from Cairo last night 
The Jimes Correspondent says:—The 
Egyptian elections opened to-day with 
serious rioting and bloodshed in Cairo. 
According to the figures so far obtainable 
from the First Aid Society, through whose 
hands all the injured are supposed to pass, 
there have been 20 killed, 20 dangerously 
injured and 210 slightly injured, mostly 
by rifle and shot-gun fire, while 30 police 
have been injured by stones and metal 
missiles. The figures of the casualties, as 
given by the Government, are six dead and 
sixty injured, but there is evidence to 
show that these figures are inaccurate, and 
that the casualties are more numerous. 

It is stated that a British engineer of 
the Government Railways Department, 
named M. K. Hopkinson, was seriously 
injured to-day, and among the killed are 
two Egvptian women. The polling in 
certain districts of Cairo was due to begin 
at 8 o'clock this morning, but before then 
the saidi, or Upper Egyptian labourers, 
in. the State Railway workshops were 
demonstrating, breaking machinery and 
barricading the lines, so that the Luxor 
express and the 9.30 train to Alexandria 
were prevented from running. 

On Midan Sheikh Said, near Bulak, the 
labourers heated bolts and bars of ‘iron 
red hot, and threw them down from the 
house tops on the heads of the police 
below. A flying squad of British constables 
was called on the scene. Though they 
were without adequate protection against 
the atone and iron missiles, except for their 
steel helmets, they forced their way to the 
roof and drove off the labourers by rifle 
and revolver fire.

ANOTHER ANTI-WAR 
AGREEMENT.

rENEVA, Thursday. 

A draft general convention to strengthen 
the meant’ to prevent war was, after pro 
longed discussions, adopted here this after- 
noon by the Special League Committee, 
on which Low Cecil of Chelwood repre- 
sents Great Britain, which has been meet- 
ing here for the last day or two. There 
was only one abstention—namely, Japan, 
whose representative, Mr. Ito, observed 
that he would have preferred regional 
agreements, but that he would raise no 
dissenting voice in the matter. The Polish 
and Yugoslav delegations made reserva- 
tions to the effect that they considered 
the draft convention inadequate, seeing 
that no mention is made of a violation 
of international agreements. The draft 
convention comprises sixteen articles, pro- 
viding, infer alia, that the high contract- 
ing parties undertake, in the event of a 
dispute arising between them, to accept 
measures of a non-military nature which 
the Council may recommend with a view 
to preventing the aggravation of the 
dispute. In the event of a threat of war 
the high contracting parties shal] comply 
withont delay with such measures as the 
Council mav prescribe. The Council may 
fix lines which must not he-passed by the 
land. naval or air forces of the contracting 
parties.

Sir William Jowitt—On the 17th of March 
last application was made to apply to the 
High Court for an order to direct a fresh 
inquest in this case. The application was 
said to be made on behalf of the mother of 
tne deceased girl, and with her full knowledge 
and consent. I have since ascertained, how- 
ever, that the application was made without 
authority by a Press reporter. This state- 
ment is borne out by the following letter 
which I have received from Mrs. Ford, the 
mother of the deceased girl :— 

**T see in one of the papers that a few 
weeks ago they were talking about a further 
inquest into the case of my daughter, 
Gwendoline Molly Phillips. I have not given 
my consent for an application to be made for 
a fresh inguest. I not wish for the case 
to be re-opened. I am quite satisfied with 
what has been done. Any letter you may 
have received has been written without my 
consent, nor at my request. Newspaper 
reporters have worried us a great deal, and 
we have had to threaten them to keep them 
away. They have offered me money to give 
particulars of my life. I do not see that any- 
thing else can done in the matter. 
not wish for the case to be re-opened, 1 can't 
stand it.” 

I may edd, said the Attorney-General, that 
an eminent pathologist has reported that all 
the facts are consistent with accidental death, 
and that there is no fact which points to 
suicide or murder. In these circumstances |

SCHNEIDER PILOT’S

INQUEST ON FLIGHT- 
LIEUTENANT WAGHORN.

n-Leader William Casters, com- 
manding the experimental fiying station at 
Faraborough, said the test which Flight- 
Lieutenant Waghorn was carrying out 
involved straightforward flying, and the 
Eo would have to climb up to a height on 
ull throttle. The machine after the crash 
was such a complete wreck that little of 
value could be learned from it. 

Aircraft Inspector W. J. Claird, of the 
R.A.F. establishment, Farnborough, said he 
inspected the machine two or three days 
‘before the accident, and was quite satisfied 
that it was fit to fly. 

Mr. Alexander, the civilian tester, who was 
with Fiignt Lieutenant Waghorn in the 
machine, said that, after carrying out some 
loops, Flight Lieutenant Waghorn signalled 
that he was going to do a half roll alter the 
next boop. When he commenced the half roll 
the machine went into a violent side-slip. 
“When the machine got into the dive 1 saw 
him working violently at the controls, using 
a great deal of force.” 

Squadron-Leader Casters, recalled, said he 
certainly would not like to try a half roll in 
that type of machine. 1t might be fair to say 
that it was one of the contnbutory causes.

APTAIN DENYS FINCH-HATTON, 


the famous hunter, who accompanied 


| the Prince of Wales during his East 


African tour last ycar, has been burned to 
death as the result of his light ‘plane 
crashing at Voi during a flight from Mom- 
basa to Nairobi. His machine erashed in 
taking off. A native servant was also 
burned to death. Captain Finch-Hatton 
was one of the most prominent big game 
hunters in East Africa, and his death will 
be generally deplored, 

Captain Finch-Haitton, who is a brother 
of the Earl of Winchilséa, was responsible 
for the arrangements for the Prince of 
Wales’s hunting trip in Kenya and 
Uganda early last year. He met His Royal 
Highness at Mombasa, and was his con- 
stant companion throughout the tour, 
afterwards accompanying him on his home- 
ward journey down the Nile. In addition 
to being a great hunter, Captain Finch- 
Hatton was a keen airman. and accom- 
panied the Prince on many flights. 

During the War Captain Finch-Hatton 
served with the British East Africa Pro- 
tectorate forces, and was awarded the M.C, 
He was educated at Eton and Brasenose 
College, Oxford. He was forty-four years 
of age. 

It was in the Voi district, where Captain 
Finch-Hatton’s "plame crashed, that the 
Prince of Wales ‘d mos; of his elephant- 
hunting last year. There it was that the 
Prince and Captain Finch-Hatton, after 
an arduous chase, tracked a giant bull, 
with a magnificent pair of tusks, which 
only eluded them at the last moment 
owing to a sudden change of wind, when 


| His Royal Highness was actually on the 


point of firing. 


MANY NARROW ESCAPES. 

Captain Finch-Hatton had many narrow 
escapes, and it is recorded that he was 
once seized by a crocodile, and escaped by 
poking a finger in its eye. On another 
occasion, while driving in Nyerl, his car 
skidded and fell into a flooded river 
eighteen feet below, pmning him and his 
servant underneath. Despite the further 
handicap of darkness Captain Finch 
Hatton escaped, and rescuoi his servant. 
Using his abnormal strength, he raised the 
car up on his shoulders, and the two men 
freed themselves, and, fighting with che 


turbulent waters. reached the bank. 


He risked his life many times in order 
to get close-up photographs of wild 
animals, and no man with less knowledge 
of the jungle could have escaped from ihe 
dificult situation in which he often found 
himself. 

Captain Finch-Hatton came to England 
two years ago to learn to fly, and last 
year, following another of his infrequent 
visits home, he took back with him to 
Africa an aeroplane to use on his hunting 
trips. He found it of the greatest help 
in locating game. 

The Prince of Wales, on hearing of ihe 
death of Captain Finch-Hatton, wrote to 
the Earl of Winchilsea last-evening ex- 
pressing his sympathy.

TO CLOSE.

The suggestiancrbhat “several Dublin 
cinema theatres would be compelled to 
close owing to the burden oí the new film 
tax.does not seem to be well. founded, 
The plain question was asked of people 
in the trade yesterday, and ‘they replied 
that they did not think that things were 
coming to that. There is. however, a 
somewhat reserved attitude in the trade. 
A mass meeting was held on Wednesday, 
and, although some persons present were 
desirous that the Press should be 
admitted. the meeting was held in private. 
It was compfised of ‘renters as well as 
exhibitors, and resulted in the appoiut- 
ment of a joint sub-committee to deal 
with the situation. 

Previous to the meeting there appeared 
to be a general anxiety to know what the 
London Gecdatiaxtens of the trade thought 
of the situation created by Mr. Blythe’s 
extra tax on ‘‘ talkies.’’ Mr. Frank: Hill, 
manager of the K.R.S., arrived in Dublin, 
but gave no opinions for publication. The 
joint sub-committee met yesterday, and, 
after prolonged deliberation, adjourned 
until to-day. Their immediate business 
would appear to be the preparation 
of the exhibitors’ case for presenta- 
tion to the Minister fíor Finance. 
It is not likely that any statement will be 
made until after the deputation from the 
cinema trade has stated its case. 


BOOKING OF PICTURES. 

Exhibiters cannot say where they stand 
in relation to the public. In the old days 
the exhibitor bought or rented a film, pre- 
pared to stand or fall by his own judg- 
ment as to its worth as a public attraction. 
The popularity of films was built up on 
cheap prices as compared with other formg 
of entertainment. If an exhibitor made 
a fortunate choice with a film, he drew 
big liouses and took the profits. Nowadays 
the advent of the “ talkie’’ has established 
a system. of renting by which he has to 
share his profits with the renter. If an 
exhibitor has been paying 26 per cent. of 
his takings to the renter, the latter will 
not be content with percentages that pre- 
vailed: before the imposition of the new 
tax of ód. per linear foot on the film that 
he buys. 

Already there are rumours of demands 
for am additional 15 per cent. and of the 
possibility of the renter making a profit 
out of the new. tax. | 

Exhibitors say that they cannot bear 
the heavy burden of the new tax, and 
that there will be much difficulty for the 
trade if higher prices to the public cause 
a falling off in custom at cinema theatres.

NEED  FOR-. SCIENTIFIC 
INVESTIGATION. 


From Ovr Paruramenrary CorresPonpent. 
WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 
T HE Government s future policy in regard 


to airships was stated by the Prime 

» Minister this afiemoon on a vote for the 
Ministry of Air. 

It was, he said, perfectly obvious that after 

the deplorable accident to R 101, the whole 
of the policy and programme that had 
hitherto been carried cut would have to be 
revised. As a result of the Simon Report, 
the position in which they found themselves 
seemed to be that airships up to date, if they 
had not proved a failure, had not acheived an 
assured success. They had one airship to-day 
—the R 100, which had got very much out of 
condition through lack of use. There were 
the captain and crew of that ship, the nucleus 
of the technical staff, and masts and bases. 
Unfortunately nearly all the airship experts 
perished with the R 101. 
. The question was, whether we should con- 
tinue the 1924-30 programe, build more air- 
ships, and go on. He thonght that the House 
would agree that that was not a policy to be 
pursued at the moment. 
scrap everything, and let the whole thing 
rest. here was, however, a middle course, 
and if, was the one which the Government 
favoured: It was to reduce our aitship equip 
ment «and organisation, and to limit it to 
purposes of scientific investigation. If this 
course was accepted, there would be no new 
construction, but Cardington would be main- 
tained as a nucleus, and the foreign bases 
would be kept in a state of efficiency. R100 
would be retained, but with no idea of 
further long, spectacular flights. “The airship 
would not be reconstructed, but merely put 
into a flyable condition, so that it would be 
available ‘or experimental purposes. The 
trained personnel would be retamed, so that 
if they ever came back to reconstruction 
they wouid not have to create the whole 
thing again from the beginning to the end, 


THE MIDDLE COURSE. 


Sir Samuel Hoare said he was ifclined to 
agree with the middle course proposed by 
the Prime Minister. It was a course sup- 
perted by the Simon Report on the R101 
disaster. That report left on his mind two 
impressions. The first was that our 
knowledge of airships was still _ imade- 
quate, and the second, that there was 
no inherent obstacle to the develop- 
ment of airships, as such. None of the 
difficulties so far encountered in airship con- 
ctraction seemed insurmountable, if they were 
prepared io go on experimentally. They could 
neither afford to scrap KR 100 nor the valuable 
research and experimental work which had 
been going on during the last four or five 
vears. 

Sir John Simon also favoured the middte 
course view expressed by the Prime Minister.

They would 
not, under present conditions, be justified 
in diverting to airship construction money 
which might be more usefully employed in 
other forms of aircraft.

A NEWSPAPER REPORT. 


On the motion for the adjournment, Com- 
mander Oliver Locker-Lampson called atten- 
tion to a statement in the Daily Herald of 
May 12, to the effect that the Public Prosecu- 
tor was applying jor summonses against a 
prominent business man and a firm of 
auditors. He asked whether this was not a 
breach of the Official Secrets Act, and whetheg 
it would not tend to prejudice any trial that 
might be pending. 

The Attorney-General said that he welcomed 
the opportunity of deploring this announce- 
ment. Such announcements were a great 


rightly characterised as outside the scope of 
decent journalism. But the Official Secrets 
Act applied only to cases in which there had 
been an official leakage, and in this case he 
was satished that there had been no such 
leakage. He was unable to take the House 
further into his confidence, because he must 
not say anything that might have any pos- 
sible bearing on a case that was sub judice.

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INFRINGEMENT OF 
COPYRIGHT. 


DAMAGES AGAINST 
NEWSPAPER. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 


An action was heard in which Mr. Ernest 
A. Aston, of Gilmos, Strand road, Sutton, 
County Dublin, claimed an injunction against 
the independent Newspapers, Ltd‘, Dublin, to 
restrain them from infringing his copyright 
in certain articles published in the J/rish 
Ruslder and Engineer, dated 20th December, 
1950, and from copying from the articles and 
publishing portions of them in the Evening 
Herald dated 23rd December, 1930. The 


plaintiff also claimed damages. 


The plaintiff, in his statement of claim, | 


stated that the defendarfts had infringed his 
copyright in an article entitled “ A Metro- 
politan Lake, a Municipal Aerodrome and a 
Marine Drive,” published in the 7nsh Auilder 
and Engineer of the 20th December, 1930, 
peesoalacly by publishing im the Evening 
Jerald of the 23rd December, 1930, certain 
portions of the article, by reason of which 
he had suffered great loss and damage: 

The defendants, in their defence, admitted 
that they infringed the plaintiff's copyright 
as author of the article entitled *“‘ A Metro- 
»olitan Lake, a Munici Aerodrome and a 
Marine Drive,” but they denied that the 
plaintiff had suffered any damage by reason 
of the infringement. They stated that, 
through their solicitors, they had informed 
the plaintiff that they were willing to submit 
to an order for an injunction, and, in addi- 
tion, were willing to pay to the plaintiff his 
costs of the action up to and including the 
costs of obtainmg the necessary order by 
consent. The plaintiff would not accept such 
submission. Defendants tendered the sum of 
£4 4s. to the plaintiff’s solicitor in full dis- 
charge of any claim by the plaintiff, and the 
plaintiff refused to accept it. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., Mr. Martin Maguire, 
K.C., and Mr. Conway (instructed by Mr. 
John Moran) appeared for the plaimtifi; and 
Mr. Phelps, KC. Mr. Fitzgeraid, K.C., and 
Mr. Jeseph J. Mooney (instructed by Messrs.

Day’s Play.

EVER before have two such sternly- 
fo ht matches been seen at Fitz- 
william as the opening singles matches 
between Ireland and South Africa in the 
second round of the Davis Cup yesterday.

RAIN UPSETS ROGERS. 

A shower of rain very nearly cost Rogers 
his match with Spence. The South African 
was fairly and squarely outplayed for two 
sets, and, in addition, was not showing his 
best form. Then, at the crucial moment of 
the third set, a heavy shower of rain held 
up play for ten minutes, and when the players 
resumed Rogers could not find his game on 
the wet and slippery surface, whereas Spence 
struck a great aidh of form, won the third 
and fourth sets, and seemed a likely winner 
of the fifth. At this moment Rogers brought 
out services much superior to any we have 
seen before, and broke through Spence’s 
service in the ninth game, This was 
sufficient to give him the set and match. 

KIRBY'S STRONG POINT. 

In the second match Kirby carried just too 
much pace off the ground for McGuire, and 
though the latter played well, he was not 
the same aggressive player as he was in 
Switzerland. He was on the defence almost 
entirely, and in the third and fourth sets 
showe surprisingly poor judgment in 
choosing the right shot to come into the 
net on. 

Kirby’s forehand was his strong point, and 
he had great difficulty in returning some of 
McGuire's deep drives to his backhand; yet 
the latter only. came in on a shot to 


Kirby’s forehand, and in the last set 
was passed nearly ever time.

Rogers 
took the first four games in this set, and 
though Spence took his service to love in 
the next, Rogers went out at 6-2.

Long rallies took place, and 
when McGuire went to 5-3 he looked not only 
to have a chance of winning the set, but the 
match as well. However, he went to the 
attack himself, and, though leading 5-3 and 
40-15, was beaten by two perfect passing 
shots when he looked to have the net covered. 
Kirby’s coolness in a crisis was remarkable 
in so young a player, and he well deserved 
his success in the next three games, though 
McGuire fought to the end.
